BYU’s  swim  team  has  started 
its  season  in  high  gear.  Hie  team, 
fortified  with  freshmen,  won  its 
first  two  meets  during  the  holi- 
days with  scores  of  70-34  in  each 
medt. 

Texas  Tech,  was  the  first  to  fall 
on  December  16.  The  texans  were 
followed  by  The  University  of  Cali- 
fornia on  the  last  day  of  1966. 

Just  how  strong  the  Cougar  swim- 
mers would  be  in  1967  was  a big 
question  mark  around  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference.  It’s  not  a ques- 
tion anymore.  With  a third  place 
in  last  year’s  WAC  championships, 
and  this  year’s  first  two  impressive 
wins.  BYU  is  a threat.  Even  the 
usually  tough  Uies  might  be  in  for 
a surprise. 

FROSH  ELIGIBLE 

The  day  before  the  Texas  Tech, 
meet.  Coach  W'alt  Cryer  received 
word  from  the  WAC  office  that  the 
Y’s  freshmen  swimmers  could  com- 
pete in  the  meet.  Unfortunately, 
most  of  the  freshmen  swimmers 
had  already  been  sent  home  for 
the  holidaj's. 

Thirteen  swimmers  were  intro- 
duced to  the  TV  cameras  at  the 
begining  of  the  meet.  They  looked 
sharp  in  their  blue  and  white  warm 
up  suits  but  they  were  nervous. 

Texas  Tech,  was  supposed  to  be 
big.  Their  press  releases  extolled 
their  swimmers  speed,  including 
one  Robert  Graham  who  swan  the 
50  yard  freestyle  in  21  seconds.  He 
was  a “sure  scorer’’  according  to 
the  release. 

STAGE  SET 

The  first  race  set  the  stage  for 
the  rest  of  the  meet.  It  was  the 
400  yd.  medlay  relay.  BYU’s  team 
of  Allen.  Schroeter,  Burton  and 
Rudloff  won  it  in  a walk.  Their 
time,  3:45.46.  was  a new  pool  re- 
cord and  a full  15  seconds  ahead 
of  the  Texas  Tech.  team.  Unfor- 
tunately, the  cougar  squad  was  dis- 
qualifi^  because  a man  left  the 


block  a split  second  too  early. 

Nerves  had  cost  the  Cougars 
seven  points,  but  the  nerves  never 
came  up  again  in  the  meet  and  the 
Y's  swimmers  won  first  place  in 
every  other  event. 

Dennis  Meyring.  the  senior  sensa- 
tion, put  on  a fantastic  show  of 
strength.  After  winning  the  200  yd 
individual  medley  and  placing  sec- 
ond in  the  200  yard  butterfly  behind 
fellow  teammate  Ron  Burton,  he 
was  called  over  by  coach  Cryer 
and  asked  if  he  thought  he  could 
swim  the  500  yard  freestyle. 

NEEDED  SECOND  PLACE 
The  Cougars  were  fairly  confi- 
dent of  taking  first  place  in  the 
event,  thanks  to  Dave  Vandersliaft. 
l^ut  they  needed  the  second  place 
^ints  badly  to  cinch  the  meet. 
Meyring  placed  second. 

.^fter  his  third  grinding  r^ce  he 
was  asked  how  he  felt.  “I'm  tired.’’ 
Meyring  said.  “I’ve  never  been  so 
tir^.’’

was  adopted.  Let  me  say  why.  Un- 
der an  Honor  Code,  no  matter  how 
imperfect,  no  matter  how  imperf- 
ectly administered,  the  essential 
responsibility  for  conduct  lodges, 
even  if  ever  so-  little  mwe,  with 
the  individual  himself.  For  the  stu- 
dent who  faces  an  examination 
with  some  temptation  to  cheat,  at 
least  some  component  of  the  will 
not  to  do  so  (or  of  the  act  of  doing 
so)  resides  in  tlie  individual’s  sense 
of  responsibility  for  his  own  act. 

“I  recognize  only  too  well  the 
practical  problems  posed  by 
breaches  of  honor  and  morals. 
Even  when  it  works  at  its  best, 
the  Honor  Code  will  not  guarantee 
honor  in  everyone. 

“We  must  csonceive  honor  as  a 
dynamic  and  creative  and  growing 
part  of  our  highest  selves,  a part 
that  leads  us  and  our  students  not 
simply  to  abstain  from  doing  cer- 
tain things  but  to  do  other  things 
for  the  highest  of  reasons.  We 
j must  conceive  standards  not  simi>- 
ly  as  minimum  levels  but  as  ban- 
j ners  beckoning  us  toward  the  rich, 
I positive,  creative  life  that  the  Gos- 
pel challenges  us  to  seek.  Only  so 
conceived  can  honor  and  standards 
be  worthy  the  attention  we  pay 
them  at  BYU.”

LONDON  (UPI)  — Detectives 
said  Monday  night  a woman  may 
have  been  the  culprit  who  slipped 
into  fortress-like  Dulwich  College 
Art  Gallery  and  escaped  wHh 
eight  masterpieces  worth  $8.4  mil- 
lion in  history’s  biggest  art  theft. 

The  dramatic  disclosure  came 
as  Scotland  Yard’s  crack  scientific 
crimebusters  studied  a broken  drill 
tip,  two  inches  long  and  of  black 
high  speed  steel.  They  called  in; 
nuclear  scientists  to  see  whether 


Michigan’s 
G.  Romney 
Takes  Oath 

Lansing,  Mich.  (UPI)  — George 
Romney  launched  his  third  term  as 
Michigan’s  Governor  Mondey  with  a 
pledge  to  fight  against  overcentral- 
ized government,  but  no  hint  on 
\Vhether  he  will  turn  his  campaign 
into  a presidential  bid  two  years 
from  now. 

Romney,  who  had  taken  his  oth 
of  office  in  a private  ceremony 
Saturday,  used  his  inaugural  plat- 
form to  outline  his  particular 
brand  of  shirtsleeves  politics— a 
philosophy  which  frowns  on  over- 
centralization in  Washington  and 
stresses  cooperation  between  gov- 
ernment, individuals,  business  and 
voluntary  organizations. 

ATTACKS  JOHNSON 

Although  he  drew  applause  with 
apparent  attacks  on  the  Johnson 
Adminiseration,  Romney  did  not 
supply  a clue  as  to  whether  he 
will  interrupt  his  four-year  term 
as  governor.  His  previous  two  terms 
were  of  two  years’  duration. 

INAUGURAL  SPEECH 

Romney  appeared  to  be  drawing 
a bead  on  the  Johnson  Administra- 
tion when  he  told  the  2,8000  who 
watched  him  on  closed  television 
circuit  or  from  their  seats  in  the 
inaugural  audieorium  that: 

“The  people  feel  the  stifling  con- 
sequences of  overcentralization, 
conformity,  manipulated  consen- 
sus, and  arbitrary  ' unchecked 
power,  whether  public  or  private. 

“We  (the  people)  refuse  to  be 
neatly  packed  and  labeled  into  eco- 
nomic, religious,  racial  or  ethnic 
blocs  to  be  used  by  political  brok- 
ers. We  will  not  be  deceived  by 
promises  of  group  favoritism  and 
social  privilege.  We‘re  not  for  sale.

THIN  MAN 

But  detectives  did  not  rule  out 
their  earlier  theory  that  the  raid 
may  have  been  ^aged  by  “a  thin 
man,”  possibly  aided  by  a “beat- 
nik with  a bushy  beard.” 

Detectives  said  it  must  have  been 
a woman  or  a nimble  small  man 
to  have  squeezed  through  the  di- 
minutive entry  loosened  by  40  liny 
holes  drilled  with  a safecradcer’s 
skill  and  loosen  the  panel  which 
was  unwired  to  the  gallery’s  intri- 
cate alarm  system. 

“We  know  the  thieves  were  ex- 


perts,” a senior  detective  said. 

SECOND  LARGEST  THEFT 

Police  and  art  experts  continued 
to  puzzle  over  the  motive  for  the 
Dulwich  raid  which  ranked  next 
to  the  world’s  biggest  theft— the 
loot  of  Nazi  Germany’s  Gold  Re- 
serves worth  nearly  $10  million  by 
U.S.  servicemen  and  German  civ- 
ilians in  the  state  of  Bavaria  in 
1945. 

Sale  of  the  pictures— three  Rem- 
brandts, three  Rubens  and  two 
works  associated  with  Rembrandt- 
through  normal  channels  was  im- 
possible, possible,  police  said. 

Motive  theories  ranged  from  a 
“screwy  millionaire”  with  a taste 
for  solitary  art  enjoyment  to  a 
crank  seeking  to  attract  world  at- 
tention to  some  “kinky”  cause. 

If  international  attention  was  the 
theives’  object,  the  culprits  had  suc- 
ceeded. 

A telephone  call  from  a Moscow 
newspapOT  seeking  further  informa- 
tion was  among  the  hundreds  of 
others  which  have  deluged  the  21- 
man  team  of  detectives  since  the 
theft  and  added  to  difficulties 
hampering  police. 

Notes  and  telephone  calls  de- 
manding ransom  for  return  of  the 
pictures  also  arrived  to  eat  into 
valuable  investigation  time.

Mrs.  Lorena  Chipman  Fletcher, 
America’s  Mother  Of  The  Year  in 
1965,  died  early  Monday  after  an 
illness  of  several  monthes,  She 
was  78. 

Mrs.  Fletcher,  the  wife  of  a na- 
tionally recognized  scientist  and 
the  mother  of  five  sons  who  are 
leaders  in  their  fields,  had  been 
confined  to  the  University  Hos- 
pital for  several  weeks. 

She  was  chosen  Utah  Mother  ,Of 
The  Year  in  1965  and  then  went 
on  to  win  the  national  crown  in 
New  York. 

MARRIED  IN  1908 

Born  in  American  Fork,  Utah, 
Aug.  22,  1888,  she  married  Harvey 
Fletcher  on  Sept.  9,  1968  in  the  Salt 
Lake  temple  of  The  CSiurch  of  Je- 
sus Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
They  lived  in  Chicago  and  New 
York  until  1952,  when  he  became 
head  of  the  first  school  of  engin- 
eering at  Brigham  Young  Univers- 
ity in  Provo. 

In  addition  to  her  husband,  who 
is  now  professor  emeritus  at  BYU, 
she  is  survived  by  her  five  sons, 
James,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  University  of  Utah; 
Stephen  of  Shorthills,  N.J.,  vice 
president  and  general  councel  for 
for  General  Electric  Corp.,  Robert, 
vice  president  in  charge  of  re- 
search of  SANDIA  Cotp.,  Albuquer- 
que, N.M.;  Harvey,  of  Provo,  pro- 
fessor of  mathematics  at  BYU  and 
Paul,  an  official  of  the  NASA  Re- 
search Center  at  Cambridge.  Mass. 

ACTIVE  IN  LDS  CHURCH 

Mrs.  Fletcher  was  a lifetime 
active  worker  in  various  organiza- 
tions of  the  LDS  Church.  She  also 
was  a past  president  of  the  engin- 


eer’s women  society  of  New  York; 
a member  of  the  Mayflower  So- 
ciety, and  in  1937  served  as  a dele- 
gate of  the  National  Council  of 
Women  to  the  International  Con- 
gress of  Women  in  Paris. 

Funeral  services  will  be  held  at 
noon  Thursday  at  the  Oak  Hills 
Fourth  Wai^  LDS  Chapel  in  Provo. 
Burial  will  be  in  the  American  Fork 
city  cemetery.
